Employees of Tube Works Must 
Sign Individual Contracts 
or Lose Places. 


STRIKERS ARE SCARED 
DY NEW MOVE OF TRUST 


Noted Strike Breaker Has Been Em- 
ployed by the Combine—It Is 
Reported Negroes Will Be 
Imported To Replace 
Strikers. 


Pittsburg, July 2.—The National Tube 
Works Compaiuy, at McKecsport, has 
made an un2xpected move intended to 
checkmate the Amalgamated association. 
Their skilled workmen Aave been asked 
to sign individual contracts to vractically 
repudiate any union organization, and 
they have been given but a short time 
to think the matter over. It is under- 
stood that should they not sign the con- 
tracts they will find their positions va- 
cant and the ax is expected to fall to- 
morrow. ‘Thursday evening the 600 weld- 
ers of the mills were paic off and taken 
into the office of the general superintend- 
ent, where they were presented with in- 
dividual contracts to be signed for at 
least a year. Some demurred, while oth- 
ers signed the contracts. ; 

This movement, fighting fire with fire, 
carried consternation into the ranks of 
the strikers. The welders are highly 
ckilled workmen, and with their co- 
cperation the big plant might be closed 
down. With them ‘n line the plant will 
probably keep on running as though 
rothirg had happened. It was intimated 
tonight by friends of the welders that 
they would all sign the contract, 

As a Non-Union Mill. 

Definite announcement that the. officials 
of the American Sheet Steel Company 
would start the W. DeWees Wood mill, in 
McKeesport, as a non-union mill on Mon- 
day, reached the headquarters of the 
Amalgamated asscciation early today. 
‘the movement will not be permitted to 
be made without ‘a decidel attempt ™ 
check it. 
strikers are not acquainted with the plans 
of. the. campaign, they now believe that 
important developments will change tlc 
ps;ect of affairs considerably. Thete is 
apparently less of the confidence that 
was noted in the first part of the week, 
but there was a lot of determination ex- 
pressed by those who would talk. 

A telegram from Whealing 
Bays: 

‘Tomorrow evening a meeting of the 
Amalgamated lodge, made up of some of 
the men in the National Tube Riverside 
tlate mill. will be held, when the men 
whom the organizers have induced to 
4oin will be taken in. The Amalgamated 
lodge at the Riverside works is made 
up of about half of the force employed 
in the plate mill department. The lodge 
has never been strong enough to enforce 
the acceptance of the Amalgamated scale 
upon the company.”’ 

If the National Tube Company’s -nen 
are called out, as it has been intimated 
they soon will, the Riverside will be- 
come the storm center of the strike, for 
there is no doubt of the intention of the 
company to combat the union here just 
es it has been fought at the McKeésport 
plant, 


Strike Breaker Emloyed. 


McKeesport was again the center of 
interest in the great steel strike today. 
Inten:e excitement prevails there over 
the fact that many guards have been 
sent into the Demmler tin plate mills and 
the report that arrangements have been 
completed to start the works with non- 
union men on Monday. It was said that 
inasmuch as the men had struck, in spite 
of the scale agreement, the company was 
through with the Amalgamated asscii- 
tion, and would resume as svon as men 
could be secured. Percy Bonner, man- 
ager of the Monesson plant, Known as a 
successful strike breaker, was in consul- 
tation with the Demmler people yester- 
day, and :t was said he was to take 
charge of the mill. So ominous was the 
situation this morning that the Rey. Stu- 
srt Sharp hurried *o this city to beg the 
Tin Plate company officials not to at- 
tempt to start the mills, as bloodshed 
would surely follow. 

The situation at the DeWees Wood 
plant also tecame more interesting when 
at 10 o'clock this morning the manage- 
ment of the works announced their inten- 
lion to start the plant with non-union 
men in a very few days, and the police 
devartment of McKeesport would be 
lcoked to to protect the new workmen. 
Manager Samuel M. Cooper, of the Woo1 
plant, this afternoon, after a long ccn- 
ference with the head officials of “he 
plant in Pittsburg, made a statement 
Lartly in reply to the edict issued by 
Mayor Black, cf McKeesport, Wodnes- 
day, that the company would get no as- 
sistance from the McKeesport police de- 
lartment should they decide to staft the 
plant. Mr. Cooper said: 

“‘We-are going to start up within the 
next few days and we will look to the 
authorities of McKeesport for assistance. 
Should eur men be interfered with we will 
insist on the police of McKeesport doing 
their duty. If Mayor Biack should carry 
out the lines he has laid down in his 
statement, we will sue him and the city 
of McKeesport, for the W. DeWees Wood 
people aretheavy taxpayers in the city and 
must be protected.”’ 


To Employ Negroes. 

Last night the Wood plant was almost 
deserted by the strikers’ plekets who de- 
serted theit posts and went to Demmier. 
Another report that excited the men to- 
day was to the effect that the company 
had sent a man or several men to Win- 
chester, Va, to employ negroes. Win- 
chester is inia manufacturing district and 
competent men can be had there, it is 
said. «The belief that they will be brought 
to McKeespart to break the strike has 
caused consilerable uneasiness. It was 
extremely quiet at Wellsville this morn- 
ing. Four mills were in operation and 
Manager Bropkman was preparing to 
make good his assertion to have the entire 
plant in operation on Monday. It is sald 
the men are beginning to realize that the 
management ij in earnest and many have 
notified Mr. Btookman that they will re- 
port for duty hext week.

When the black cap was placed over 
the man's head scores of negro women 
became frenzied with excitement and 
rent the air with their screams: as they 
rolied upon the grass upon the lawn in 
the statehouse yard adjacent to the place 
of execution. 

Anderson refused to make any state- 
ment. When the drop fell his neck was 
broken and he died without a struggle. 
The execution of Anderson was the 
first given in public for twenty-five vears. 
The recent legislature enacted a law re- 
quiring rapists to be publicly executed. 


ROCKED BY AN EARTHQUAKE. 


Severe Seismic Disturbances Are Re- 
ported in Utah and Nevada. 
Salt Lake, Utah, July %.—A _ section 
seventy-five nfiles wide through the Ne- 
vada desert from Death, as far west as 
Carlin, experienced a series of heavy 
earthquake shocks about 2:20 o’clock this 
afternoon. The vib’ &tions generally were 
from north to south and at one or two 
points lasted for fully five seconds. At 
Elko, Nev., the shock was unusually 
severe. The high school building, a big 
new brick edifice, was badly cracked by 
the violence of the vibrations and other 
buildings were slightly damaged. The 
earthquake was followed by heavy rain.

WILL CONSOLIDATE AGENCIES. 


Harriman Syndicate Will Make Some 
Very Radical Changes. 

Chicago, July 26.—If the plans of the 
Harriman syndicate are successfully exe- 
cuted, agencies of the Union and South- 
ern Pacific roads in all parts of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada will be consolidat- 
ed, probably September Ist. The plan 
will also apply to New Orleans and At- 
lanta, Ga. 

Tt is said that when qa general traffic 
adviser shall have been appointed to 
look after the business of the Morgan- 
Hill roads, the Burlington. Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern. all separate 
agencies now maintained by these lines 
in the different cities of the country, will 
be consolidated, and there will be a gen- 
eral pruning of the traveling and solicit- 
ing freight and passenger agents. 


COAI, PROPERTIES GOBBLED 


Mines n West Virginia Combined by 
Ohio Capitalists. 


Columbus, O., July 26—It was an- 
nounced here today that all of the coal 
and coke properties along the Kanawha 
river in West Virginia, covering a terri- 
tory of about twenty miles, have been 
taken over by the Kanawha and Hocking 
Coal and Coke Company. Twelve com- 
panies are included in the combine, which 
secured options- on the property early in 
June. 

The company will work in lf/\~mony 
with the Sundav Creek and Buckeye Coal 
companies and will have a common head- 
quarters in this cfty. The receipts will 
not. however, be pooled. Cleveland and 
Columbus canitalists are said to control 
the rew combine.

DROUGHT IS BEING BROKEN 


Generous Rains Over Portions of the 
Afflicted Region. 


TOO LATE TO BENEFIT CORN 


But Will Give Plenty of Water for 
Stock and Meke Pastures 
Good. 


Washington, July 2%.—The past twenty- 
four hours probably have been the most 
favorable to the states of the corn belt 
since the existing hot wave began nearly 
forty days ago. Raina, generally light in 
amount, have fallen in western Kansas, 
western Nebraska, southwestern Missouri, 
cer.tral Iowa, Arkansas and a little in 
Oklahoma and the prospects seem to be 
favorable for a continuation tomorrow of 
more numerous showers in these states 
and territories. On Sunday showers are 
looked for in northern Illinois and northern 
Indiana. Still, there has been no genetal 
rain of which the crops stand in so much 
need and there are no immediate pros- 
pects of any. 

On the whole the weather bureau offi- 
cials here regard the situation as some- 
wheat improved,. Incidental to the rains 
the temperatures officially reported today 
were somewhat lower than on yesterday. 
However, they ranged from 92 to 20 in 
the corn belt. Conditions will remain 
practically the same in the drought sec- 
tion during Saturday and Sunday and the 
weather will continue very hot with the 
possibility of relief from scattered thun- 
derstorms. 

Rain Too Late for Corn. 

Topeka, Kans., July 26.—General rains 
throughout Kansas today caused an ef- 
fectual break in the drought. The rains 
came too late to be of material benefit to 
the corn, but will result in plenty of 
stock water and giving new life to the 
pastures. 

Drought Broken in Missouri. 

St. Joseph, Mo., July 26.—The heaviest 
rain of this year fell this afternoon over 
northwestern Missouri, soaking’ the 
ground completely and effectually break- 
ing the dry spell, which has covered a pe- 
riod of six weeks. .Corn is lost beyond 
hope of redemption, but pasturage will 
be greatly benefited.

Kansas City, Mo., July 26.—Maximum

PLOTTED TO ROB RAILROADS. 


Leader of a Band of Ticket Forgers 
Is Arrested. 

Chicago, July 26—In the arrest of Frank 
E. Rice, a local ticket broker, detectives 
of the Western Passenger Association be- 
lieve they have unearthed a conspiracy to 
defraud western railroads out of large 
sums of money, and that the operations 
of a band of ticket forgers, of whom 
they say Rice was the leader and insti- 
gator, have been effectually checked. 

_ Rice was arrested on charge of forgery 
and conspiracy. He gave bonds of 4,500. 
The trial was set for August 5th. The 
case probably will be at once made the 
subject of a grand jury investigation. 

According to the detectives of the West- 
ern Passenger Association, Rice sold 
mileage tickets to various western points 
which were supposed to have been issued 
by the Lehigh Valley and Monon roads. 
They accused Rice of turning out rail- 
road tickets from a private stamping mill 
located outside of Chicago.

SEARCHLIGHT WILL FLASH 
OVER RECORD OF SCHLEY 
DURING WAR WITH SPAIN 


In His Precept Secretary Long 
Orders Thorough Work by 
Court of Inquiry 


LEMLEY WILL PREPARE 
CASE FOR THE COURT 


Precept Is Directed to Admiral Dew- 
ey and Reir Admirals Kimber- 
ly and Benham Named 
as Other Members. 

Open Setsions.

Washington, July 26-The precept to the 
Schley court of inquify, which the navy 
department has been preparing for sev- 
eral days, was given to the public this 
afternoon. It is a document addressed to 
Admiral Dewey, as président of the court, 
instructing him concerning matters to be 
investigated. 

While it directs that the “entire mat- 
ter’’ of Admiral Schley’s conduct during 
the operations in West Indian waters 
shall be investigated, making use of 
the very words employed by Admiral 
Schley in his letter to Secretary Long, 
it also selects certain distinctive acts 
of the rear admiral concerning the facts 
and pronriety of which it calls for 
particular investigation. These points” 
were very brief. Admiral Schley’s al- 
leged delay with the squadron at Cien- 
fuegos, the slownegs of his’ progress 
toward Santiago, aftér leaving Cienfue- 
gos, the retrograde movement toward Key 
West, the effectiveness of the bombard- 
ment of the Spanish fleet at the ranges 
used in the reconnoiganee of May 3ist, 
the state of the coalisupply on various 
ships when he heatienes the depart- 


, ment that he would rdturn to Key West, 


the loop of the Brooklyn at Santiago, the 
accuracy of his reports, and matters relat- 
ing to the controvers¥ between him and 
Commander Hodgson over the alleged col- 
loquy which is said' to have taken 
place aboard the Brooklyn when the 
loop was made during the naval engage- 
ment off Santiago. With the excéption 
of the last two counts, the others prac- 
tically sum up the @flticisms of Ad- 
miral Schley’s conduct made by Secretary 
Long to the senate, which the secretary 
chawacterized as Schley’s “reprehensible 
conduct.”’ One of the important points 
in the precept is the direction to the 
court to report, in its conclusions, ‘all 
the pertinent facts which it may deem to 
be established, together with its opinion 
and recommendaticns in the premises.” 


STATEMENT BY LONG. 


Secretary Long made the following 
statement about the precept: 

“It is simply an enumeration of the 
facts that have been, to use the appli- 
cant’s own words, ‘under discussion;’ they 
are referred to informally and suggest- 
ed to the court as matters 
which have been under discus- 
sion and, as such, should be inquired 
into by them. They are enumerated in 
accordance with the general rule that 
when inquiry is made the person interest- 
ed should have notice beforehand as far 
as possible of all the specific things about 
which inquiry is likely to be made.”’ 

Judge Advocate General Lemley, who 
was cesignated as judge advocate of the 
court today, will proceed with the prep- 
aration of his case. He will examine all 
documents and prepare a list of witnesses. 
The court probably will sit for several 
months, more than likely until after con- 
gress convenes—December. 

Judge Lemiey has not yet decided who 
the witness before the court shall be. 
They may be taken from the navy, from 
the army, or from ciwil life—for undoubt- 
edly some of the newspaper correspon- 
dents will be called in this case. It is 
even probabie, in view of the recently 
published interview of Captain Eulate, 
of the Spanish navy, that he and Ad- 
miral Cervera hnimself will be called if 
Admiral Schley desires it. Of course, 
the court of inquiry has no authority to 
compel their attendance, and it is more 
than doubtful whether they would re- 
spond to a summons, but the opportun- 
ity will be afforded. 

No word has been received from Ad- 
miral Kimberly, who, it was reported, had 
written the department saying his health 
made it inadvisable for him to attempt 
to serve on the conrt. He will not be 
officially notified of his selection as a 
member of the court until he receives the 
precept, which was mailed to him today. 
A copy of the precept also will be sent 
to Admiral Dewey and Rear Admirals 
Benham and Schley. 


TEXT OF THE PRECEPT. 


The precept to the court is as follows: 

“To Admiral George Dewey, United 
States Navy, Washington, D. C.—Upon 
the request of Rear Admiral Winfield 
S. Schley, United States navy, made ina 
letter dated July 22, 1901, copy herewith, a 
court of inquiry, of which you are here- 
by appointed president, Rear Admirals 
Lewis A. Kimberly.and Andrew E. K. 
Benham, United States navy, members, 
and Captain Samuel C. Lemley, United 
States navy, judge advocate’ general, 
judge advocate, is hereby ordered to con- 
vene at the navy department, Washing- 
ton, at.1 p. m. on Thursday, the 12th day 
of September, 1901, or aS soon thereafter 
as may be practicable, for the purpose of 
inquiring into the conduct of the said 
Schley, commodore in the navy during 
the recent war with Spain, and in con- 
nection with the events thereof. 

“The court will thoroughly inquire into 
all the circumstances bearing on the sub- 
ject of the investigation hereby order2d, 
and to this end, besides examining orally 
all proper witnesses whose attendance 
can be secured, will call upon the da- 
partment for all documentary evidence 
in relation thereto in its files. 

“Upon the conclusion of the investiga- 
tion the court will report its proceedings 
and the testimony taken, with a full and 
detailed statement of all the pertinent 
facts which it may deem to be establish- 
ed, together with its opinion and recom- 
mendations in the premises. 

“While the department relies upon tlie 
discretion of the court to make its ex- 
amination into this matter full and 
complete, as requested by the officer at 
whose instance it is convened, the re- 
port should show the conclusions reached

85 marks per hundredweight, as well as 
the stems of raw tobacco; stemmed to- 
bacco leaves and chewing tobacco, 180 
marks per hundredweight; cigars and 
cigarettes, 270 marks; petroleum, 10 and 
6 marks per hundredweight, according to 
quality; wool, free; leather, 30 to 3 
marks, and shoes from 8% to 120 marks 
per metric hundredweight. ; 

Wood manufactures will be taxed as 
follows per metric hundredweight in 
marks: Planed wood, 6; further manu- 
factured, 10; prepared flooring, 6 to 18;

_ Section 8 provides that dutiable goods 
sent to Germany from countries treating 
Gérman -ships and German goods more 
unfavorably than those of other coun- 
tries may be assessed at double the rates, 
and that dutiable goods arriving from 
such countries that are in the free list 
may be assessed 50 per cent of their full 
value. 

The text of the measure appeared too 
late for comment in the evening papers. 
Opinion in Berlin commercial circles, 
however, is that the American schedules 
are monstrous, involving a great burden 
for German industrial and commercial 
classes, together with a serious injury to 
foreign trade, tariff wars and hindrances 
to commercial treaties. 

Americans in business in Berlin regard 
the trouble as exceedingly bad, for both 
Germany and the United States, point- 
ing out that the sharp agitation during 
the last few years against certain Amer- 
ican products has borne fruit in the pres- 
ent bill. Besides the agricultural sched- 
ules, the Americans express keen disap- 
pointment at the heavy increases in ma- 
chinery. The present duties, ranging 
from 2% to & marks per hundredweight, 
are in many cases more than doubled. In 
the case of saws they are quadrupled. 
American woods are also hard hit. 

The measure shows a reclassification 
of articles and a much more minute divi- 
sion. Comparisons, therefore, are often 
difficult. 


FIGHT ON MANILA CHARTER 
Oppesed by Members of Spanish 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Manila, July 26.—The first meeting of 
the legislative chamber, held today, was 

largely attended. 

Commissioner Wright, speaking of the 
eharter of Manila, said the same 
reasons that controlled in making Wash- 
ington the federal city obtained in Ma- 
nila; and Washington, he declared, was 
the best governed city in the world. 

Representatives of the Spanish cham- 
ter of commerce vehemently oprosed the 
eharter. asserting that it was inconsist- 
ent with the principles of the freest gov- 
ernment on earth to deny the right of 
suffrage to tne residents of the metropo- 
lis while granting it to those of other 
localities. Thev also declared that the 
proposed system of government for Ma- 
nila was far less liberal than that of- 
fered by the Spanish authorities, who 
proposed to make the representatives of 
the districts in Manila elective by the 
reople. 

General Hughes cables the news of the 
first surrender of insurgents in the island 
of Samar, 300 men, with two fleld guns, 
thirty rifles and seventy bolos, giving 
themselves up to the authorities. 

The opinion prevails among the United 
States officers that !t will take years to 
accomplish the economic programme of 
General Corbin. The civil and education- 
al authorities hold that a continuance 
of the protection over minor posts is 
necessary, aside from that afforded by 
the constabulary. It is generally ex- 
pected that the concentration will be more 
gradual than is anticipated in Washing- 
ton.

TURNER HAS NOT DECLINED | AFFRCTING SCENE IN COURT 
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Church Factions in Emanuel County 
Have Case in Court. 


JUDGE HEERRINGTON’S REQUEST 


Asks Solicitor for Verdict of Wot 
Guilty—It Is Given—Prayer 
in Courtroom.

Swainsboro, Ga. July 2%.—(Special.)— 
There came on to be tried in the city 
court here last Wednesday before Judge 
Alfred Herrington several state cases for 
disturbing divine worship. Principal 
emong them was the state against Jacob 
Laitcsh, a minister of the gospel. There 
was also a case against the Rev. John 
Marshall Emanuel for assault. These 
cases grew out of a misunderstanding 
among the members of Deep Creek 
church, in this county, which was or- 
ganized several years ago as a Free Will 
Baptist church, but it appears that sub- 
sequently Rev. Mr. Laitesh wanted to 
cCenominate it a Free Communist, but the 
majority clung to their old love and called 
to the pulpit the Rev. John M. Emanuel. 
To prevent the latter from preaching, 
Mr. Laitcsh nailed up the church, for 
which conduct he was excommunicated. 
Emanuel and his party proceeded on the 
regular church day to Deep Creek for 
the purposes of worship, and upon arriv-7 
ing found Rev. Laitcsh, his consort and 
five or six cthers, objecting to the use of 
the church, whereupon a general row en- 
sued, no one getting hurt, however, But 
the Emanuel party claimed to have been 
disturbed in their worship. 

In the court Rev. Laitcsh was put on 
trial first, Hon. W. W. Larsen, solicitor 
of the city court, representing the state, 
and Colonel F. H. Safford appearing for 
the defendants. All the forenoon and the 
early part of the afternoon was consumed 
in this one case, the Free Wills proying 
title to the church, and as near as 
Laitcsh could core to it he was a trustee 
to receive the deed to the land. One of 
the questions in the cass was, was the 
complaining party lawfully assembled for 
divine worship? The language of the 
statute being, “lawfully assembled,” be- 
ing “interrupted or disturbed.” The court 
must have thought the assemblage a law- 
ful one. He. however, withheld his de- 
cision until other cases could be heard. 
Mrs. Sarah Laitcsh, consort of Jacob 
Laitcsh, was then put on trial. She was 
quite aged. The evidence disclosed that 
she had passed her four score. She had 
acted about like any child would have 
done, but the court must have thought 
that the letter of the law had been vio- 
lated, and when the solicitor asked fur a 
verdict the court hesitated and asked the 
solicitor and prosecutor if, on account 
of the age of Mrs, Laitcsh and the pood 
character of the parties charged with 
disturbing public worship, he could not 
give the poor old woman a verdict of 
not guilty. Peace was at once restored, 
the audience being visibly affected by the 
judge’s remarks. ' 

Rev. Mr. Emanuel begged the court to 
let him pray for all, whereupon the 
judge and all others bowed their reads. 
Mr, Emanuel made a most touching ap- 
peal for forgiveness and once more a 
whole community, so recently wide apart, 
had come together in friendly greeting.

El Reno, O. T., July: 26.—When the 
booths closed here tonight, at the end of 
the last registration day, the total regis- 
tration for both districts had reached 
167,006. The registration at El Reno to- 
day was 3,850, making a total of 136,515. 
Today’s registration at Lawton was 432, 
making a total for that place of 30,691.

TILLMAN FORCED 
The RESOLUTION 


South Carolina Executive Com- 
mittee Whipped Into Line, 


SENIOR SENATOR DICTATED 


McLaurin’s Fr‘ends Made a Hard But 
Losing Fight, the Man of Pitch- 
fork Fame Driving His 
Wishes Through the 
Body. 


i. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 2.—(Special.)— 
Senator Tillman is unquestionably re- 
sponsible for the passage of the resolu- 
tion condemning McLaurin last night. 
The executive committee was divided, 
numbers being uncertain as to the power 
of the committee to call on the senator 
for his resignation. When Tillman took 
the floor the waverers came over. 

State Senator Appelt, of Clarendon 
county, a long time friend of McLaurin, 
was his defender and there were lively 
passages between him and Tillman. 

The senior senator’s lips were quivering 
when he took the floor. He tod about 
McLaurin’s voting with the republicans. 


“T have remained in my seat and seen 
him confer time and again with the re- 
publicans. Now, we are the engineers in 
charge of the democratic train and must 
take it safely into the station.” 

Senator "Appelt interrupf@éd to ask if 
Tillman thought the committee had the 
right to change the pledge fixed by. the 
party constitution. 

‘I’m not discussing the pledge now,’’ 
said Senator Tillman. ‘I’m discussing 
this resolution that carries the matter 
into a wider field. 

‘I want to say here and now that Mc- 
Laurin’s friends have two means of ad- 
dress. Peace and harmony won’t come 
when there are sneaks and thieves and 
traitors gome around and hiring Hes- 
sians and distributing gold and buyin 
up newspapers. I am fully aware o 
what I am saying.and I know whereof 
I speak.’’ 

Senator Appelt interrupted to make a 
dissenting comment. 


“IT knew that you belonged to him, 
heart and soul,” said Tillman. ‘‘The cap 
must fit you, for I said nothing about 
you.” 


Continuing Senator Tillman said: 


“But the issue is not as to men; it is 
as to republicanism, and the most 
damnable kind of republicanism.’’ 


He would have had, the said, some re- 
spect for McLaurin if he had come 
squarely out as a republican. Even the 
republican papers said the doctrine Mc- 
Laurin advocated was purely republican. 

“McLaurin is bound to the democratic 
party; bound to free silver; to 16 to 1 or 
bust’ if you will. What I want is for you 
to pass this resolution and let all demo- 
crats go forth labeled so that they may 
be known to all.’’ And then ‘he vote 
was taken. Tillman made them go on 
record. : 

The five voting against the resolution 
were Messrs. Appelt, Perritt, Dial, Smith 
and Miles. 


HE SEEMS TO HELP McLAURIN 


Tillman’s Manipulation of the Com- 
mittee Brings on Talk. 

Greenville, 8. C., July 26.—(Spectal.)— 
The action of the democratic executive 
committee, asking Senator McLaurin to 
resign, has been the subject of discussion 
today. The senator is on top of Paris 
mountain enjoying the cool mountain air 
and giving no attention to the matter. 
The leading men of Greenville considered 
the action as exceeding the authority of 
the committee and many of the most as- 
tute politicians expressed the opinion 
that the committee simply obeyed the or- 
ders of Senator Tillman. Several who 
have heretofore opposed McLaurin in his 
present political position asserted that It 
was a persecution, a revival of the Till- 
man tactics—the Tillman, Irby and Shell 
methods of 189%—and that they would now 
support McLaurin. Some say the whole 
thing is a scheme of Tillman to get Mc- 
Laurin off the track: that the senior sen- 
ator was afraid of McLaurin and prefers 
tc kill him by committee methods rather 
than by discussion on the stump. Till- 
man gets the credit of manipulating the. 
executive committee and making the 
committee do his work. So far as Green- 
ville 's concerned, the action of the com- 
mittee is denounced as high-handed and 
without authority and will do McLaurin 
more good than harm. 


WAS KILLED WITH A SHOTGUN 


Negro Robs a Store, Resists Arrest 
and Is Shot Down. 
Columbia, S. C.. July 26.#(Special.)—An 
unknown negro, supposed to be an es- 
caped convict, robbed a store at Alcolu 
last night of a pistol and watches. At 
Forston this afternoon he was arrested 
by the intendant, but escaped. Captain 
Barnes then attempted his arrest. The 
negro drew a pistol and was instantly 

killed with a shotgun. 


MANY BALLOTS WERE BURNED 


Corrupt Practices by the Republicans 
of Louisville. 

Louisville, Ky., July 26.—The committee 
appointed to canvass the returns of the 
primary held July 16th to nominate a re- 
publican candidate for mayor and other 
city and county officers tonight reported 
to the city and county republican execu- 
tive committee that it could not proceed 
with the canvass because many of the 
ballots had been malictously burned or 
otherwise destroyed. The executive com- 
mittee authorized the canvassing commit- 
tee to frivestigate further and make a 
recommendation. It is said a convention 
will be called to nominate a new ticket. 

Two mass meetings have been held by 
republicans to protest against the recent 
primary, which nominated James F. Grin- 
stead for mayor. It is said that six of the 
persons who mutilated the ballots while 
they were awaiting canvassing by the 
committee are known and that two of 
them have made affidavits on which to- 
night’s action was based. 


Condemnation Commission Meets. 
Norfolk, Va., July 26.—(Special.)—Com- 
missioners for the condemnation of a 
right of way for the Vanderbilt owners 
of the Norfolk and Southern railway to 
Cape Henry are in session. They will 
have many adverse petitions to consider, 
as there are powerful interests opposing 
the Vanderbilts. 


Illinois Won Fifth Trial. 
Chicago, July 26.—Illinois, the Chicago 
fin keel yacht, won the fifth trial race to- 
day for the selection of the Canada’s cup 
defender.

| BILOXI WANTS ENCAMPMENT. 


REGULARS QUITE UNEASY 


Mississippi Republicans Are Guess- 
ing cn Patronage. 


NEGRO IS NOW AN OUTSIDER 


Good Positions in the State Are Soon 


To Be Disposed of by the 
Administration. 


Jackson, Miss., July 2.—(Special.)— 
Among republicans in Mississippi consid- 
erable speculation is being indulged in 
as to the extent ‘“outsiders’’ will suc- 
ceed in overriding the regular party or- 
ganization and capturing slices of federal 
patronage soon to be dished out to this 
state. 

It has been heretofore proven in quite a 
number of notable instances that it is 
not always necessary to be backed up by 
the party organization in Mississippi in 
order to capture a lucrative government 
position, and happenings of this kind us- 
ually elicit more regret than surprise on 
account of their frequency. The aspi- 
rants who have the solid party backing 
are, therefore, not at all sure of their 
ground and are bringing to bear all possi- 
ble outside influences in order to bring 
about the ends much uesired. . 

There has been a radical change in the 
party organization, however, since the 
last distribution of patronage, and it !s 
believed that this will have a considera- 
ble effect in confining the office distri- 
bution to the ‘“‘faithful.’”’ The white lead- 
érs are in absolute control, and a white 
republican party exists in form if not in 
fact, until it begins to look like the negro 
‘s soon to be classed as an ‘‘outsider” of 
the rankest sort. Again, the outside in- 
fluences are not 80 strong as they were 
two or three years ago, when Senator W. 
V. Sullivan was a ranking favorite with 
the administration and had considerable 
to say in the allotment of offices. These 
conditions mitigate somewhat against 
the chances of the non-regulars this year, 
but they by no means give assurance that 
all persons indorsed by the executive 
committee will get through. 


THE INVITATION IS ACCEPTED 


Inter-State Commerce Commissioner 
Will Attend the Meeting. 

Jackson, Miss., July 26.—(Special.)—The 
inter-state commerce commission has 
given formal] notice to Captain John D. 
McInnis, president of the Mississippi rail- 
road commission and chairman of the 
Southern Railroad Commissioners’ Asso- 
ciation, of its acceptance of the invita- 
tion to hold a joint meeting with the rail- 
road commissioners at Asheville in Sep- 
tember. This adds to the importance of 
the meeting, and Chairman McInnis ex- 
presses the hope that the members of the 
interstate commission will take a very 
active part in the proceedings, as much 
depends on the policy of this body toward 
the proposed uniform system of freight 
rates to be adopted and sent to the va- 
rious railroads operating in the south for 
acceptance. 

It now seems very probable that the 
special committee appointed at the Chat- 
tanooga meeting last. year to recommend 
some general plan for a uniform system 
of freight rates will not submit a com- 
plete report at the Asheville meeting, but 
will desire to get the views of the mem- 
bers of the interstate commissien on the 
subject. The task assigned this commit- 
tee was a gigantic one, and it will re- 
quire many weeks of solid work to pre- 
pare a schedule of rates likely to be ac- 
ceptable to all the roads. 


Second and Third Mississippi Are To 
Go Under Tents. 


Jackson, Miss., July 26.—(Special.)— 
Biloxi is making a strong effort to cap- 
ture the annual summer encampments of 
the Second and Third regiments, Missis- 
sippi national guard, and several offi- 
cers of the two regiments are now in that 
city to see what inducements will be of- 
fered to bring the joint encampment to 
that place. The greatest obstacle to the 
selection of Biloxi for this honor is the 
long distance that the members of the 
two regiments will have to travel, several 
of the companies being compelled to go 
by way of New Orleans. As no spirited 
rivalry has been engendered with other 
fowns, however, it is very probable that 
Biloxi will be selected, and official an- 
nouncement to this effect may be expect- 
ed within a few days. 


A WOMAN KNOCKED SENSELESS 


Residence Is Badly Shattered by 
by Lightning in Mississippi. 
Jackson, Miss., July 26.—(Special.)— 
Lightning played a pecullar prank during 
a heavy electrical storm in Copiah coun- 
ty. A lady named Mrs, Ratliff, residing 
near Hazelhurst, was in the act of clos- 
ing a window when a bolt of lightning 
struck the house, demolished a good por- 
tion of the roof and rendered the woman 
unconscious for a period of thirty-six 
hours. The window she was in the act of 
closing was torn to pieces but not a 

single pane shattered.

COD BE THANKED 
CRIED HIS Witt 


When Fosburgh Was Acquitted, 
on Charge of Murder, 


JUDGE ORDERED VERDICT 


Jury Did Not Retire—When the Ver- 
dict Was Announced Those in 
Court Applauded—Gray ~ 
Arrested for Murder, 
but Released. 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 26.—At the open- 
ing of court today in the Fosburgh trial 
Judge Stevens instructed the jury to bring 
in a verdict of ‘‘Not guilty,’”’ and this 
was done, ending the trial. The jurymen 
did not leave their seats. 

The verdict was recorded with shouts 
of applause, which the court immedilate- 
ly suppressed. The demonstration, how- 
ever, was one of the most remarkable 
that has ever occurred in a court of 
justice. 

Judge Stevens, in ordering a verdict of 
acquittal, said: 


“Mr. Foreman and Gentlemen: During 
six days we have listened to a prayerful 
recital of one of the saddest tragedies 
ever presented to a jury. A beautiful girl 
just budding into womanhegod was shot 
down and her brother has been accused 
or the crime. The government has en- 
deavored to prove the girl was not shot 
by burglars; it has endeavored to exclude 
all other members of the family from the 
affair, and, third, to prove that the shot 
was fired by her brother, Robert 8S. Fos- 
burgh. The trial has proceeded somewhat 
in the form of an inquest and has been 
tried with great pain on the part of 
the government and defense. There has 
been a desire to obtain proof and so a 
great deal of evidence has been intro- 
duced and admitted without objection 
which might have been excluded under 
the strict rule of the law. I think 1 obght 
also to say to you that it is due to the 
chief of police, who has stood behind 
this prosecution, that in the view of the 
court he has tried to do his duty with a 
single eye to ascertain the truth. Now. 
Mr. Foreman and gentlemen. a motion 
has been made that this case be taken 
from the jury. and it becomes my duty 
to say to you that In the opinion of the 
court the government has not furnished 
proof sufficient to sustain a verdict of 
guilty against the defendant. and there- 
fore, under the direction of the court, In 
the indictment of Robert S. Fosburgh, 
for killing his sister, you will return a 
verdict of not guilty.’’ 


Applause in Courtroom. 


The crowd in the courtroom, which in- 
cluded hundreds of friends of the defend- 
ant, broke into loud applause, which the 
court Immediately quelled by sternly rais- 
ing his finger and commanding the sheriff 
to see that the demonstration was not 
repeated. 

Robert Stewart Fosburgh, the defend- 
ant, was then ordered to stand while the 
foreman of the jury was asked: 

“What fs your verdict?’’ 

The reply was: 

“Not guilty.’’ 

Judge Stevens then, In a few words, 
expressed his thanks to the jfurymen for 
treir careful consideration of the case 
during its presentation to them. Young 
Robert Fosburgh was then discharged 
from custody and court was adjourned. 

The great crowd then rushed as one 
person to shake the hand of the smiling 
young man, and it was several minutes 
before the courtroom was cleared. 

Immediately after his discharge young 
Robert Fosburgh, accompanied by mem- 
bers of his family, went to the Wendell 
house, where a reception was held. and 
where hundreds of people shook hands 
with the young man. 

As soon as the jury was dismissed the 
foreman called them together in his pri- 
vate room and for the first time there 
was a conference as to what the jurors 
believed. Without exception they de- 
clared that they would have returned a 
verdict of not guilty within fifteen min- 
utes even had they not been instructed 
by the court. They acknowledged they 
would have paid no attention to the ex- 
hibits in the case. , 

While Judge Stevens was speaking to 
the jury the members of the Fosburgh 
family, realizing what his remarks megnt 
to them, burst into tears, while the de- 
fendant sat with buried head, the tears 
coursing down his cheeks. The wife of 
the defendant was the only member of 
the family not in the courtroom, and it 
was said that she remained at the hotel 
because of illness. 


“Thank God!” Cried Wife. 


From the courtroom young Fosburgh 
went directly to the hotel and passed 
quickly to his wife’s room. She was ill 
in bed, but the news of her husband's 
acquittal so strengthened her that she 
arose and, throwing her arms about his 
neck, exclaimed: 

“Thank God! Thank God!’ 

Mr. Fosburgh spent some time with his 
wife and then went to the lobby of the 
hotel. where for an hour he received the 
expressions of good will of his friends. 

When District Attornev Hammond, who 
has been the prosecuting officer in the 
trial. was asked to make a statement, he 
said that he thought it would be improper 
for him to say anything at this time ex- 
cept that from the evidence submitted the 
court was fully justified in taking the 
case from the jury. He thought, how- 
eyer, that Chief of Police Nicholson was 
fully warranten in making the investiga- 
tion: that he did. 

One of the features of the brief session 
of court this morning was the anncunce- 
ment to the newspaper men of Chief of Po- 
lice John Nicholson to the effect that the 
affidavits which had been sent to him yes- 
terday bv Chief Titus, of New York, had 
arrived in Pittsfield this morning by regis- 
tered letter, but that the chief had refused 
to accept them and they would be return- 
ed to New York. In explanation of this 
action Chief Nicholson declared that he 
felt he had not been treated right by 
Chief Titus. He said: 

“Tf the New York police want to send 
anything to me they Know how to do it 
properly without notifying me by wire 
twenty-four hours before and then giving 
it out themselves to the newspapers.” 

The affidavits in question were made in 
New York by a woman of the name of 
Handaside, or Gray. It *as to the effect 
that Louis Gray, with whom sbe had 
lived, had told her on August 2ist last 
that he and a fellow named Roy did a 
“trick’’ at a house in Pittsfeld and had 
shot some one, 


Gray Arrested, But Released. 


Washington, July 26.—A man claiming to 
be James Gray, formerly of Union Pier, 
Mich... and Chicago, was arrested here 
today on charge of being connected with 
the Fosburgh murder at Pittsfield, Mass. 
Gray had just stepped out of jail after 
serving nfteen days for stealing a hat 
from a hotel when detectives arrested 
him. The affidavits secured by Detective 
Titus. of New York, from women there 
charging a man named Gray with com- 
mitting a burglary and shooting a woman 
about the same time and in the same vi- 
cinitvy as the Fosburgh tragedy occurred, 

Detective Boardman learned three days 
ago that Gray was taking an unusual in- 
terest in reports of the Fosburgh trial and 
spent much time in its discussion. Gray 
told detectives he was from Indianapolis, 
but authorities there have no trace of him. 
Today he said his father lives there and 
he himself had lived at Union Pier, then 
went to Chicago later and was employed 
on a railroad at Cumberland, Md. 

Gray was later released, the authurities 
being convinced he had no. connection 
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with the Fosburgh case

_ The Defense of Human Rights. 
~ The democratic party, as the defend- 
er of human rights, has before it a 
fluty suggested by the outrages commit- 
ted upon colored men in the north. 

Every democratic convention from 
now on should adopt as part of its 
platform a resolution calling for the 
protection of the colored man in his 
efforts to earn a living. In states where 
the colored man is not protected in 
the natural right of obtaining a liveli- 
hood it cannot be said that a repub- 
lican form of government exists. The 
possession of political rights is a great 
advantage, but greater still is the nat- 
ural right to life, liberty and work. 
Precious as the ballot may be, bread 
is even*more needful, and the right to 
earn it rightly holds the first place. 

The duty is plain, the situation is 
urgent and the poor colored man of 
the north can. only look to the demo- 
cratic party of the union for the asser- 


tion of @ natural rights. 


. - Issues and Men. 

As the smoke clears away from the 
democratic contest in Ohio, the effect 
of its work is becoming more apparent. 

At first the air was filled with sen- 
sational statements as to the “over- 
riding’ of Mr. Bryan and the proba- 
bility of division within party ranks. 
Republican newspapers, anxious for 
such division, were loud. in their 
praises of the Ohio convention in that 
it did not mention the name of Mr. 


Bryan, while the secret agents of the | 


republican party were busy at work 
trying to incite certain democrats into 
schism out of their extreme loyalty 
to Mr. Bryan. But gradually as the 
truth is becoming known republican 
newspapers are awaking to the fact 
that there was no mistake from a 
democratic standpoint in the Ohio con- 
vention. 

Overlooking a few personal inci; 
dents, such as always crowd into large 
bodies, the work of the convention was 
perfect. It blazed the way toward the 
battle of 1904. Without stopping to 
discuss past issues, leaving men to ar- 
range themselves as their patriotism 
suggested, it pointed to the questions 
of the future upon which the people 
will demand attention. These ques- 
tions are growing in importance. Not- 
withstanding republican efforts to min- 
imize them, they are so growing that 
they must be recognized, and the peo- 
ple are so aroused that they will not 
be lulled to sleep. To the surprise of 
the republican leaders, but not to that 
of democrats who know him, Mr. Bry- 
an has refused to be led into error, 
and has so strongly called upon those 
who are really his friends to stand by 
the party that there is discerned neith- 
er trace of disappointment nor of envy 
in his conduct. Starting in the cam- 
paign in his individual right, he pur- 
poses to do his duty by those who hon- 
ored him wherever his associates may 
place him. What is true of Mr. Bryan 
is equally true of other distinguished 
democrats, who have been counseled 
and cajoled into taking false positions, 
but who have spurned the tempter and 
placed themselves in line with what- 
ever the party may do in 1904. 

The personal issue thus effectively 
disposed of nothing remains but the is- 
sues of principle, and from these the 
people will not be driven. The Phila- 
delphia Press, not only a radical re- 
publican organ, but representing a 
member of the present administration, 
recognizes coming events and declares 
that “trusts and their over-capitaliza- 
tion are the issues coming to the front. 
Currency questions are less dominant. 
If Mr. Bryan discourages the Ohio bolt, 
it is because he sees all this. If he can 
hold the populist vote by a personal 
plea for free silver and yet manage to 
lead a united party or even to be con- 
spicuous in its leadership, he might 
by 1904 have managed to head a dan- 
gerous coalition; if not as a candidate, 
then as a conspicuous and controlling 
personality.” Such a contemplation as 
this has driven The Press into the med- 
itative mood. While claiming that the 
republican party is today riding the 
flowing tide with “all the odds in its 
favor,” before 1904 much may come. 
The tide of prosperity may ebb, new 
complications may arise, popular jeal- 
ousy of the vast corporations may 
mount, division may not continue in 
the democratic party if Mr. Bryan is 
. gs wise for the country as he is for

All of which makes very interesting 
reading, but none of which is possible 
so far as an improvement from the re- 
publican party is to be expected.- Its 
present success is due to the very trusts 
it has in view in this criticism. The 
identical corruption which The. Press 
is now fighting in the state of Penn- 
sylvania was imposed upon it by the 
organized state and national republican 
party, for both¢of which The Press 
voted. How idle, then, is it to expect 
improvement from those who, while 
they talk bravely enough in time of 
vacation, are ever found lined up at 
the feed trough when election day 
comes. There is one sentence quoted 
from The Press which will bear repeti- 
tion: “Division may not continue in 
the democratic party if Mr. Bryan is 
as wise for the country as he is for 
Ohio.” No true democrat has at any 
time feared division as a result of Mr. 
Bryan’s words, but the sentence proves 
what condition the republican party 
and its friends would like to bring 
about. They would like to see such 
division in order that the people might 
be defeated. The responsibility now 
rests upon the democratic party itself 
not to permit itself to be led into an- 
tagonism in its own counsels, nor to 
anticipate the work of any convention; 
but to stand together, faithfully and 
fearlessly, ready when the time comes 
to speak for popular rights and the 
welfare of the nation.at large.

An Error in Tactics. 

We cannot but feel that the action 
of the state.executive democratic com- 
mittee of South Carolina in regard to 
Senator McLaurin was a tactical mis- 
take, and that the effect will be to give 
McLaurin a following which he could 
gain in no other way. . 

In an appeal to the democratic vot- 
ers of the state, which Senator McLau- 
rin had expressed a willingness to 
make, there would have been a perfect 
expression of democratic will by an 
overwhelming defeat of the positions 
taken by the junior senator. As it is, 
the scene of conflict has been changed, 
and instead of fighting itoutina demo- 
cratic primary, where neither republi- 
can money nor outside influence could 
weigh for anything, it will now be in 
an open appeal to the entire people, 
with some democrats supporting Mc- 
Laurin through aq feeling that he was 
mistreated, aided by all the strength 
and influence of republicanism. Mc- 
Laurin will go before the people not 
as a republican, but as a democrat who 
has been unfairly treated. This will 
call for the support of that large clags, 
which always stand ready to help the 
man under pressure as against the 
strength of intrenched power. 

Left to himself Senator McLaurin 
represented merely the opinion of one 
man. In a democratic primary the 
voters of the party could have beer 
depended upon to defeat new and 
strange doctrines, and the candidates 
would have been bound to abide by the 
result. Ruled out of his opportunity to 
this defend himself, it is no longer 
McLaurin but a cause that is on trial, 
and that in a stronger garb than HK 
would otherwise have presented. 

The action, if allowed to stand, is a 
challenge to republicanism to concen- 
trate all of its power in the Carolina 
campaign and to do by bribery and in- 
direction in the regular state election 
that which it could not have an‘ oppor 
tunity of doing in the democratic pri- 
mary. 
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The Negro in the North. 

Once more we have an illustration 
of the favor with which northern com- 
munities look upon the introduction of 
the negro as a laborer. People who 
are forever criticising others for their 
conduct toward the colored man sit 
upon their doorsteps, shotguns across 
their knees, ready to give him warm 
welcome should he unfortunately ven- 
ture in that direction! 

Chicago has won a curious distinc- 
tion as a defender of the rights of the 
colored man. The press of that city is 
insistent in the claim that the colored 
man in the south is defrauded of his 
ballot, deprived of his personal rights 
and kept in a condition of subjection. 
Several years ago a number of colored 
men from Alabama ventured into Ili- 
nois for the purpose of securing work. 
They did not ask for a seat at the head 
of the table, nor, indeed, did they sug- 
gest their preference for even the first 
table; but they were willing to work 
for their daily bread. The fate which 
befell them was told in the powder 
and smoke of Pana and Virden. But 
it is fair to say that while this was in 
Illinois, yet it was not in Chicago. 
Doubtless if these hard-working col- 
ored men had found the refuge of The 
Tribune office they would have been 
protected and welcomed to the hospi- 
tality of that city. 

What their fate might have been we 
can now judge by the reception which 
has been given to the three hundred 
men driven back from Melrose park 
and ordered to their homes in Ala- 
bama. “Al] day the three hundred col- 
ored men sat in their cars at LaGrange, 
twenty-eight miles from Chicago, in 
fear.” So runs the Associated Press 
dispatch. “A committee of five citizens 
of Melrose park called on them dur- 
ing the morning and used their best 
endeavors to induce the men to return 
to Alabama.” Although in theeland 
of freedom, and where their votes 
would be received at the ballot box, 
they were advised to return to the 
“semi-slavery of Alabama,” where 
even now a constitutional convention 
is discussing the question of disfran- 
chising them altogether. What a dis- 
appointment this must have been to 
the black seekers for higher life—to be 
driven back into the darkness just as 
they had observed the rising sun of 
day. This committee “informed the 
colored men of the actual state of af- 
fairs in Melrose park, where 300 armed 
men were awaiting the arrival of their 
train, determined that the colored men 
should not be allowed to alight in the 
village.” This in the state of Abraham 
Lincoln, and in the city from whence 
goes the earnest pleadings of The Chi- 
cago Tribune; where The Inter Ocean 
preaches the gospel of race equality, 
and where everything Is measured hy 
the “higher standard” of advanced cv- 
ilization. Even to Alabama these men 
might return without fear of the shot- 
gun, but in Illinois a shotgun protrud- 
ed from every window. The progress 
of the story completes a most disap- 
pointing narrative. Some of the col- 
ored men, thoroughly alarmed, made 
their way to the chief of police, called 
for protection, “which he could not 
give them.” “Out at Melrose I’ark,” 
says the dispatch, “the armed citizens 
remained on watch until assured the 
negroes were not cdOming, when they 
dispersed.” :

out there was a feeiing that Chicago 
was safe from the intrusion of an 

race. This incident comes but a week or 
two after a leading republican organ 
had tried to incite the people of Phila- 
delphia to similar action. There the 
coming of a few colored-workinen was 
heralded as a public :alamity and the 
suggestion was made to the rabble that 
they were infruders whose absence 
would be better than their presence. 
We will most likely be called upun to 
excuse these incidents as due to the 
weakness of human nature, but that 
human nature which asks for excus2 in 
the north should be syually permitted 
to play its part in the sonth, where 
the people have a most difficult prob- 
lem to contend with. 


The Closing of Brooklyn Bridge. 

The closing of Brooklyn bridge, ow- 
ing to structural weakness, shows what 
creatures of habit human beings be- 
come when once set in a certain direc- 
tion. There was a time when there 
was no Brooklyn bridge, and yet the 
people found means of crossing from 
one city to the other with apparent 
ease. Once the great highway was 
completed travel set in that direction 
so that there was seen a constant 
stream of passing and repassing hu- 
manity. The closing of the bridge for 
.a few days instead of driving back the 
people to their former walks has re- 
sulted in a crowding at either end of 
the structure and violent demonstra- 
tions because it was not in working 
order. So great a convenience had the 
bridge become and so thoroughly set 
were the people in the use of it, that its 
suspension even for a day has become u 
great public misfortune, 

The same thing can be seen even 
here in Atlanta. The use of the White- 
hall crossing in the face of danger and 
disaster was persistent. Other avenues 
of crossing had been provided from 
time to time, but still Whitehall held 
its supremacy against every induce- 
ment. Even now with the viaduct in 
course of erection the crowds still press 
along the old sidewalks instead of di- 
verging to adjacent streets, as might 
have been expected. In European 
cities certain streets have held promi- 
mence for centuries, although building 
has been continuous in every direction. 
So far are we creatures of habit that 
we will seek the old route and view 
the new with suspicion and avoidance. 


“Loyal and Dutiful.” 


The “loyal and dutiful’ American 
ladies who have brought themselves 
under notice of the English king are 
likely to become the subject of a good 
deal of criticism, as already they have 
been of ridicule. 

In the beginning of the Boer war 
several American ladies who had mar- 
ried English husbands and transferred 
their political allegiance as wel] as 
personal affection to the other side 
contrived the idea of fitting up a hos- 
pital ship—the Maine—to be sént to 
South Africa. Lady Randolph Churchill 
was at the head of the procession and 
Secured mbst of the honors in connec- 
tion therewith. She returned to her 
home to marry a second husband who 
might have been her son, and then to 
settle down to a gathering up of the 
compliments that had been paid her. 
A few weeks ago Mr. Bernard M. 
Baker, president of the Atlantic Trans- 

rt Company, who had Ient the ship 
o the ladies for hospital purposes, de- 
cided that it would be the neat thing 
to do to present thé vessel to the king. 
This he did in a public manner, with- 
out any unnecessary gush, and simply 
as an act of international courtesy. The 
temptation for the ladies engaged in 
the hospital business to reappear was 
too strong. Ignoring the existence of 
Mr. Baker altogether, and assuming 
that they owned the ship and had the 
right to dispose of it, they made their 
way into the presence of the king and 
went through the formality of making 
a present of something which they did 
not own. 

Of course, Mr. Baker feels that they 
were a little presuming, but as he is 
a gallant man, he cannot afford to say 
much. Speaking for Mr. Baker, how- 
ever, his general agent, Mr. Torrey, 
expresses surprise that the king should 
have been so misinformed regarding 
the actual donors of the Maine, and 
what surprises him still more is that 
“the ladies accepted the king’s thanks 
for the gift, knowing that at no time 
did they own the ship, and that Presi- 
dent Baker alone is entitled to any 
thanks. Mr. Baker was not even in- 
formed of the intention to present this 
vessel to the king, nor up to today has 
any information been conveyed to him 
that such a presentation has occurred, 
nor has any expression of regret been 
made that this misunderstanding oc- 
curred as to the donor of the vessel. 
Throughout the whole affair,” says Mr. 
Torrey, “there has been an utter lack 
of appreciation by some members of 
the Maine committee of Mr. Baker’s 
assistance, and with apparent delibera- 
tion the committee has taken on 
itself the regal thanks for which it had 
no shadow of a claim.” 

Of course, the “loyal and dutiful” 
ladies will pass this by as mere detail 
unworthy of their attention, and will 
hasten to get duly authenticated copies 
of his majesty’s remarks for sacred 
preservation.

New York Journal: The more opportunities 
Admiral Sampson gives his countrymen to 
know him as he is the more reason have 
they to congratulate themselves on his having 
been absent from the battle of Santiago, where 
Schley commanded. For it is fair to fear that 
@ person who in peace displays 4 genius for 
making a fool of himself might have shown a 
disastrous want of wisdom in war, 

Before the trouble with Spain the American 
public knew nothing of Sampson, since then 
he has permitted everybody to see how small 
is his brain and how mean, jealous and fran- 
tically irrational his spirit, He is as destitute 
of dignity of mind, of generosity and courtesy 
as he is of judgment, reserve and humor. 

From the day that Schley won the battle of 
Santiago with his ships and guns Sampson has 
tried to win it away from him with the pen— 
his own pen and the pens of others. Appar- 
ently it has become a fixed idea with him that 
it is possible by distortion of facts and inge- 
nious ratiocination to remove from history the 
indisputable physical fact that he didn’t hap- 
pen to be present when the battle was fought. 

And now the man who wasn’t at the battle 
actually rises to charge with cowardice the 
man who was there and whose ship was struck 
oftener than any other of the American fleet! 

Let it be hoped that should we again have 
a war and Admiral Sampson meet the enemy 
he may have with him that unequalled nerve 
which he exhibits in his long campaign for 
the capture of Schley’s laurels. That Admiral 
Sampson should step forward on the deck of 
publicity and voluntarily assume respons!i- 
bility for the foolish and revolting vituperation

BIG INCREASES ARE MADE 


Reduction in Cottoh Cloths Owing to 
the Trouble Which Prevailed 
in China. 


Washington, July %26.—The detailed 
figures of the foreign commerce of the 
United States in the year ended June 30, 
1901, were completed by “te treasury bu- 
reau of statistics today. They show total 
imports of $822,67%,016; total oxports, $1,- 
487,755,557; exports of domestic products, 
$1. 460,453,809, 

The imports by great classes in the 
fiscal year are as follows: 

Articles of food and animals, $222,227,898; 
articles in a crude condition for use in 
domestic industries, $269,763,404: articles 
wholly or partially manufacti1red for use 
in manufactures and mechanic arts, 7°,- 
080,716; articles manufactured, ready for 
consumption, $130,662,903; articles of vol- 
untary use, luxuries, etc., $120,938,095 

The exports of domestic merchandise 
by great classes were as follows: 

Products of agriculture, 944,059,568; 
products of manufacture, $410,509,173; 
products of mining, $39,267,647; products 
cf the forest, $54,312,830; produets of the 
fisheries, $7,743,313; miscellaneous, $4,56i,- 
278. 

Bach of these great classes except man- 
ufactures shows an increase over last 
year. The apparent decrease in manu- 
factures, which amounts to $23,342,583, is 
due chiefiy to the absence cf figures 
showing expoits to Hawali and Porto 
Rico, which are estimated aabout 2,- 
000,000 for the year, and largely consisted 
of manufactures. In cotton cloths therc 
was a reduction due to the temporary 
suspension of exports to China, to which 
the exportations of cotton cloths fell 
from 182,923,681 yards, valued at $8,783,134, 
in 1900, to $3,859,402 yards, valued at #,- 
552,534, in 1901. 

Thee exports to each of the continents 
except Asic. and Oceania show a marked 
increase over last year. The Jargest in- 
crease. was to the United Kingdom, to 
which the exports were $431,266.263 in 1901, 
against $533,819,445 in 1900, the total in- 
crease being nearly one hundred millions, 
of which over fifty millions was in cotton, 
atout fifteen millions in breadstuffs, and 
about ten millions in provisions. The to- 
tal exports to British territory were 
valued at $819,561,392, or 55.8 per cent of 
the total exports of the year. 

The total imports of the year were $27,- 
268,168 less than those of 1900. The total 
exports were $93,272,475 in excess of thuse 
of 1900. 


INTERNAL REVENUE RECEIPTS 


Over $300,000,000 Paid to Govern- 
ment Last Year. 

Washington, July 26.—The annual pre- 
liminary report of Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue Yerkes for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1901, shows that re- 
ceipts from all sources of internal reve- 
nue for the year aggregated  $306,871,669, 
an increase of $11,555,561 over the receipts 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1900. 

The expenses of the bureau for the 
fiscal year will approximate $4,737,192 and 
the percentage of cost of collection, 
predicated on these figures, will be 1.55, a 
reduction of .03 in the percentage of cost 
of collection as compared with the pre- 
ceding fiscal year, when the percentage 
of cost was 1.58. 

Receipts were in part as follows: 

Spirits, $116,027,979; tobacco, $62,481,907; 
fermented liquors, $75,669,907; ° schedules 
A and B (proprietary and documentary 
stamps), $39,241,036. 

The quantities of distilled spirits, to- 
bacco, cigars, cigarettes, etc., on which 
tax was paid during the last fiscal year 
are as follows:

The 
young lady who is to have the honor of 
christening the new warship, Miss Mary 
Preble Anderson, of Portland. Me., ar- 
rived here tonight. Miss Anderson is a 
recendant of the Preble family, which 
became famous in the naval annals of 
the United States. 

The Maine is a sister ship of the Ohlo, 
recently launched at the Union iron 
works, San Francisco, and of the Mis- 
souri, at the Newport News ship yard. 


Will Allow Laborers To Pass.

WORK OF GOOD ROADS TRAIN. : 


President Moom Says It Awakened 
Enthusiasm in South. 


Chicago, July 26.—The national good 
roads train, equipped three months ago, 
has completed its itinerary and returns to 
Chicago tomorrow. President Moore, of 
the National Good Roads Agsoclation, re- 
ports that the train during its journcy 
has made a stand at sixteen different 
cities in five stateg, carried more than 
40,000 passengers to the various conven- 
tions, constructed a little more than twen- 
ty miles of earth road and nearly three 
miles of macadam roads, as object les- 
sons. 

President Moore says that everywhere 
the movement has Been recetved with 
enthusiasm and that particularly in the 
southern states the people are investi- 
gating existing road laws, adopting the 
contract system for building roads, adopt- 
ing the cash tax system, instead of the 
“work out” plan, and are preparing to 
enact practical road legislation in their 
next general state assembiifes.

YOUNG BAPTISTS’ CONVENTION 


John H. Chapman Chosen President 
of the Union. 


Chicago. July 26.—The principal day of 
the Baptist Young People’s congress 
brought small accessions to the number 
of visitors. 

Campbell Morgan, best known as 
*“‘Moody’s successor,”’ spoke to the gen- 
eral session of the conventions this af- 
ternoon. His address was a confident 
prophesy of the Christian victory which 
he said the young people are going to 
bring about. Mr. Morgan warned young 
people against the atheism of indifference 
as the great danger of the age.

THEY FEAR BROOKLYN BRIDGE 


Structure Open to Traffic, But Is 
Little Used. 

New York, July 26.—Brooklyn bridge 
was opened to general traffic this morn- 
ing. A large force of workmen was kept 
going all through the night and at 6:30 
o'clock the repairs to the last break 
were finished.

97 degrees. Sixteen deaths from heat 
were reported for the twenty-four hours 
ending at 11 o'clock tonight and eight 
prostrations only were recorded today.

Miss Mary Preble Anderson, who has 
been selected to christen the new battie- 
ship Maine, which is to be launched at 
Philadelphia today, comes of one of the 
most celebrated naval families in Amer- 
ica.

Edward Preble, who distinguished him- 
self for his gallantry in the navy during 
the revolution, and subsequently in the 
famous expedition against the Barbary 
states commanded the frigate Constitu- 
tion, better known as “Old Ironsides.” 

He has always been styled the father 
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of the American navy, because it was he. 
who first made it famous abroad. His 
nephew, Admiral George H. Preble, was 
distinguished in the war against Mexico 
and in the civil war, and his grandson, 
Edward Deering Preble, uncle to Miss An- 
derson, rose to be lieutenant commander 
in the navy, and was navigator of the 
Kearsarge in its battle with the Ala- 
bama, 

Miss Anderson resides with her parents 
in Portland, Me., where she is a great 
social favorite. She is also well-known 
ir Washington, where she has frequently 
visited. 


Dr. Robert Koch, who has recently an- 
nounced that bovine tuberculosis cannot 
be transmitted to the human system is 
regarded as the foremost bacteriologist 
of the age. He is now in his sixty-fifth 
year and enjoys vigorous health. Thirty- 
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five years ago he was a country whysician 
in a little German -village attending to 
rude farmers, and peasants. 

In 1880 he entered the University of 
Bonn as an assistant, and two years later 
made himself world famous by the an- 
nouncement that he had discovered the 
bacillus of tuberele—the dread creator of 
consumption. The idea of innoculation 
followed in the train of his discovery, and 
patients flocked to his laboratory by the 
thousands. He was appointed professor 
of hygiene and of bacteriology in the 
University of Berlin and given free scope 
0 prosecute his studies of the cholera 
bacillus and other dread germs hostile to 
human life. Dr. Koch is as modest as he 
is famous. 


In the event Hon. William G. Brantley, 
congressman from the eleventh district,

W. Bennett, of Waycross, Ga.. will prob- 
ably become an aspirant for the seat 
which he will leave vacant tn congress.

Colo- 
nel Bennett is at present the solicitor of 
the Brunswick circuit and one of the 
best vrosecuting officers in the state. He 
is an old university man, having gradu- 
ated in the law class of 1889. Since leay- 
ing the university he has advanced rap- 
idly to the front at the bar. 


The New Standard of Wealth. 


The Spectator: Fifty years ago an in- 
come of £10,000 was accounted wealth 
sufficient to maintain a good place in so- 
ciety. Disraeli, one of the keenest ob- 
servers of society, declared that an in- 
come of £8,000 was a veritable Alsdélin’s 
lamp, but wealth now begins with an in- 
come of £20,000 yearly, which, if the pos- 
sessor lives up to his position, does not 
leave him as free from money cares as 
though he was really rich. The country 
house, hired shooting, a London house, a 
wife’s and daughter’s dress. a moor in 
Scotland and six weeks’ yachting leave 
little free cash and nothing for itmprove- 
ment. Many expenses which the richer 
incur without thinking must be avoided. 
and at the end of the year the possessor 
of such an income will think whether this 
or that could not be economized. This is 
true assuming that in addition tm £20,000 
a year there is inherited the “plant” of 
luxurious life, but in the case of a man 
starting in society with an income of 
£20,000 and no plant he is far poorer. Pur- 
chasing and installing himself in suitable 
town and country houses must cost £180.- 
000, reducing his free income to £14,000. 
As he approaches fifty years of age, al- 
lowances for his sons, pensions and 
other claims will make a still further 
reduction. He will be well fed and, 
lodged, but will worry regarding the 

osition of his children, and will be anx- 
ous in a shame-faced way that his sons 
do not seek fortuneless brides. The Spec- 
tator does not think that the truth of this 
is based upon luxuriousness or waste- 
fulness peculiar to today. Such luxurious. 
ness and wastefulness existed equally 
formerly, but the increase in the number 
of rich men caused an increas¢ in the 
price of everything that the rich séek, 
especially fine houses and furniture. Op- 
portunities for sport, such as a rich 
man’s fishing. cost from £2,000 to £4,000 
annually. here is no proof that vice 
has increased. Gambling certainly has 
not. Wastefulness seems greater be- 
cause more money is wasted, but propor- 
tionately it is no greater. Our grand 
thers did not chronicle everything. 
newspaper advertisement is ay gm 
for much of the appearance of mad lux- 
ury In European society. 

A special evil today is the increased 
inclination to gratify impulse without ref- 
erence to old restraints, and a certain

‘Mllanta” Men Compose the 
Columbia Mining 
Company.

A SINGLE TON OF 
ORE YIELDS $22,640 


fhe Latimer Mine of Wilkes County 
Is An Old One Never Before 
Worked with Modern Ma- 
chinery—Affidavits 
Made. 


There are material indications in ex- 
Istence that a mining company, compose® 
in the majority’ of Atlanta men, has 
struck a vein of gold-bearing soil rival- 
ing in richness and purity the best that 
California showed in the days of °’49 or 
the Klondike revealed in later days. This 
modern El Dorado is located in the state 
of Georgia, in Wilkes county, and the 
Atlanta owners of the property are I. 
H. Oppenheim, Monroe Bickart and A. 
Bluthenthal. These gentlemen, with Wil- 
liam D. Storey, a mine prospector, and 
W. H. Fluker, of McDuffie county, con- 
stitute what is termed the Columbia 
Mining Company, by which its owned the 
land upon which the lead of gold was 
discovered. 

Ton of Earth Yields $22,640. 

From a single ton of earth taken from 
this newly discovered mine, which is 
known as the Latimer mine, Hon. L. W. 
Latimer being the former owner of the 
land, gold to the amount of $22,640 was 
recently gotten. This, it is claimed by 
the owners of the mine, is the richest 
yield ever known to be taken from a 
single ton of earth, the nearest approach 
to it being the celebrated Coomstock mine 
of Colorado, which assayed $10,000 to a 
ton of the gold-bearing soil. The cor- 
rectness of these figures is attested by 
the affidavits of those by whom the fig- 
ures were obtained. The yield of the 
._Latimer mine is all the more remarkable 
from the fact that the dirt and rock from 
which the ore was taken included parts 
of the foot-wall and hanging-wall of 
the pure vein, and did not represent the 
best part of the lead. This result is 
vouched for in the affidavit of W. H. 
Fluker, who, under oath, swears that 
he carefully sampled the vein of gold 
ore on the Latimer mine in Wilkes coun- 
ty, Georgia, in the presence of L. W. 
Latimer, and that the average sample 
was taken from the entire vein as ex- 
posed, The deponent further swears 
that he made a.true and :careful assay of 
the foregoing sample, and it showed a 
value of $22,640 per ton. 

Mr. Oppenheim has in his possession a 
lump of gold weighing 1,78 pennyweights. 
This was milled out of 1,407 pounds of 
gold ore taken by Walker D. Storey from 
the Latimer mine and milled on the mill 
of the Columbia Mining Company. This 
single lump of gold is worth $1,700. 

There are in sight so far in the vein 
just unearthed which can be panned out 
into pure gold for a mere nominal cost 
about eleven tons of earth. When the 
gold ig taken from the ore it will approx- 
imate very close to $300,000 in value. This 
is but the first step in the work of un- 
earthing the full deposit of the precious 
metal. The full extent of the mine’s 
wealth, of course, is but a conjecture, 
but from early evidences it is not improb- 
able that it may be the beginning of a 
flood of treasure from the bosom of Geor- 
gia rivaling in extent and quality some 
of the gifts the west has made to the 
enrichment of the Wworld’s treasury. 

A Government Grant. 

This gold land has been the property 
of Hon. L. W. Latimer since 1869, be- 
ing an original grant from the govern- 
ment. Mr. Latimer at one time was a 
member of the house of representatives. 
For a long time the has been aware of 
the existence of gold upon this land, the 
superficial evidences of it upon the sur- 
face of the earth cast up by hidden veins 
being proof sufficient to warrant the con- 
fidence in the belief that gold existed be- 
low the surface, locked in the embrace 
of the jealous soil. 

The story of the discovery of the mine 
and its prospects of untold hidden wealth 
was told by Mr. Oppenheim, and proved 
a@ most interesting narrative. Five years 
ago he and Mr. Nat Kaiser, of this city, 
purchased a tract of land in McDuffie 
county including something more than 
500 acres. Upon this is located- what is 
known as the Columbia mine. This prop- 
erty, from records in the possession of 
the owners, was worked from 1822 to 1858, 
millions of dollars’ worth of gold being 
taken from it in this time. Since Mr. 
Oppenheim came into possession of the 
Columbia it has been worked constantty, 
and always on a paying basis. The own- 
ers at one time were offered $1,000,000 for 
this property by a New York syndicate. 

A short time ago Mr. Oppenheim was 
approached by W. H. Fluker, of Mc- 
Duffie county, the son in law of Mrs. 
Smith, Georgia’s woman miner, and told 
of the existence of rich gold deposits in 
Whlkes county, thirty miles from the Co- 
lumbia mine and fifteen miles from Wash- 
ington. Being impressed with Mr. Fluk- 
er’s description of the land and his con- 
fidence in the existence of gold in that 
section, Mr. Oppenheim, with Mr. Bick- 
art and Mr. Bluthenthal and Mr. Fluker, 
organized the Columbia Mining Company. 
W. A. Storey, an expert in mine prospect- 
ing, was sent to this section by the com- 
pany to make the scientist’s search for 
the hidden wealth. After days of disap- 
pointment Mr. Storey made a minute 
examination of the soil] where the Lati- 
mer mine is now located. From the con- 
ditions of the ground he wag influenced 
to sink a shaft at a certain point. This 
he did, and after going down into the

Have New Stations. 


BOTH ON SOUTHERN SYSTEM 


Plant System Cases of Discrimina- 
tion Are Carried Over. 


FWO COMMISSIONERS ARE ILL 


J. Pope Brown Is Suffering from 
Gastralgia and Will Not Regch 
Atlanta for Some Time. 


The railroad commission met yesterday 
morning with two members present, 1.o0n. 
Pope Brown being detained at his home 
on account of illness. In view of the ab- 
sence of one of the commissioners the 
most important case on file, that of the 
Postal. Telegraph and Cable Company 
against the Plant System, was postponed 
and set for hearing Monday, July 29th. 

Representatives of the town of Roberta 
and Reeves Station, Ga., were present 
and again notified the commission of the 
necessity for a new railroad station at 
each place. Both towns are on the South- 
ern system and the commission decided 
to grant the petitions, directing the road 
to build new stations for freight and 
passenger purposes combined. 

Thomasville’s Grievance. 

Representatives of the town of Thom- 
asville laid before the commission the 
grievance against the Plant system, 
charging that the discrimination against 
Thomasville and in favor of Albany and 
other cities was such that the business of 
the place was being injured. They made 
it clear that Thomasville, although near- 
er Savannah than Albany, had to pay 
higher freight rates to that point. 

Representative Fondren Mitchell, of 
Thomasville, and W. P. Parks, also of 
that place, presented Thomasville’s griev- 
ance in an able and interesting manner. 
The substance of their argument was 
that a reduction of freight rates to 
Thomasville was necessary for the busi- 
ness prosperity c.f the town. James Men- 
zies, general freight agent of the Plant 
system, in opposing the petition present- 
ed some unique arguments. He produced 
facts to show that if the rates to Thom- 
asville were reduced, a number of towns 
in that section of Georgia would suffer; 
some of these towns, like Quitman, Cairo, 
Pelham and Moultrie, have built up a 
thriving trade, each in its own section. 
The agent of the Plant system claimed 
that if the rates were lowered to Thom- 
asville it would enable that town to un- 
dersell merchants at the places men- 
tioned above. Agent Menzies went on to 
say ‘in Buppdrt of his Gontention that a 


| few years ago the commission reduced 


the rates on fertilizers in Georgia and as 
a result outside manufacturers competed 
sharply with Georgia manufacturers and 
injured the business of the latter. 

Additional arguments will be filed by 
both sides in the next few days. Owing 
to the absence of .Commissioner Brown 
no attempt was made to reach a decision 
in the case. 

Commissioner Spencer Atkinson, who 
was barely able to be present at the ses- 
sion, has been ill for several days. 

Mr. Sparks, of Thomasville, by his thor- 
ough knowledge of freight rates, present- 
ed the contention of the merchants of 
his town in a very able manner. 


Iliness of Commissioner Brown. 


The first notice received by his col- 
leagues on the railroad commission of 
the illness of Hon. J. Pope Brown came 
in a telegram yesterday morning notify- 
ing them that he would not pe able to be 
present at the meeting. On last Friday 
Commissioner Brown, who is arbitrator 
for the state in the returns of the 
Wrightsville and Tennille railroad, went 
to Tennille to meet the arbitrator of the 
road, in the hope of reaching an agree- 
ment.

It will be 
the purpose of the company to work down 
to the bed of the deposit, as there it is 
expected will be found the heart of the 
hidden metal. Mr. Storey is to own a 
half interest in the new mine as a reward 
for the discovery he made, this being 
the understanding when he started out 
to prospect. 

An interesting story is told by Mr. Op- 
penheim in connection with the discovery 
of the Latimer vein. There is an old 
man, probably. seventy-five or eighty 
years old, who lives near to the place 
where the secret of the earth was unfold- 
ed. He is a deaf mute, whose mind is 
scarcely more than that of a cild. For 
many years the old man hag gathered 
the loose earth from this part and that 
of the gold gifted section.

Yesterday,

Hard Rain During the Late After- 
noon Came Unexpectedly Car- 
rying the Excess Precip- 
itation Up Consid- 
erably. 


Yesterday broke the heat record this 
year. Not only that, but it smashed all 
records here for fourteen years past. 
Never before since the famous top notch 
of 100 degrees, reached in 1887, has the 
mercury gone as high. 

The highest point yesterday was 97.5. 
Only twice before in twenty-one years has 
that temperature been reached in Atlanta. 
The first time on record was in 1881 on 
July 9th, and the other time was the 
record making and record breaking July 
19, 1867. There never has been another 
July 26th in Atlanta recording as high 
& temperature as yes.erday’s ) 


official temperatures during July since 
1879. July is expected to exhibit the warm- 
est weather.’ The yearly maximum is 
usually reached petween the 15th and 18th.

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Very Little Humidity. 

At 3 p. m. yesterday it was 9%, having 
fallen 1.5 degrees from the highest point. 
At that time the humidity was only 35 
degrees. The maximum was 74.2. Mean 
was exceptionally high—85.8—nearly 8 de- 
gress above normal. At 8 a. m, it was 
77.2. several degrees warmer than the day 
previous, but the humidity at that hour 
was 73 per cent, 10 per cent less than 
Thursday morning. which made it feel 
in fact eooler. Many persons remarked 
that yesterday morning was not so warm 
as the day before. 

__The lowest temperature recorded dur- 
ing the day was 68. 

Though the day was a record breaker 
for heat the night previous was excep- 
tionally comfortable for those who were 
in the Hne of good breezes. Winds of 
from ten to fifteen miles an hour blew 
continually, making humanity more com- 
fortable, but, of course, not lessening the 
actual temperature as marked by the 
thermometer. Places not exposed to the 
breeze were insufferably hot. 

There was a great deal of weather talk 
yesterday and every one was kicking 
about the heat. Few people, however, sus- 
pected that it was really the hottest day 
this.year. In the sun it was melting, but 
a marked difference was felt the moment 
one slipped into the shade. The sun all day 
beat down with scorching and blinding 
brilliance, making the radiation from 
heated pavements add to the already high 


temperature, 

The slight degree of humidity made it 
seem gcarcely as warm yesterday at $7.5 
as it did on July llth at %.6. That had 
been at that date the record breaker for 
this year. June 25th now stands third 
with a maximum of 95. 

Today's forecast promises weather gen- 
erally fair and continued high tem:pera- 


ture. 
Hard Rain in Afternoon. 

At 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon one 
of the hardest rains Atlanta and vicinity 
have felt in some time fell, with very 
little warning and as a surprise to the 
weather bureau. For two hours the down- 
pour was steady. doing a great amount of 
good in the country districts. 

The actual precipitation during the two 
hours was 1.31, which is an unusual rain- 
fall for that short time.

JOHN HENRY 
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NEGRO LABOR FARES 
BETTER IN THE SOUTH 


——————— 


Frofessors Crogman, Hoke and Tur- 
ner and Dr. H. H. Proctor Talk 
of Incident Where Negro 
Labor Was Turned 
from Chicago. 


The report published in yesterday 
morning’s paper to the effect that Gen- 
eral Manager Alestson, of the Latrobe 
Steel and Coupler works, at Melrose 
Park. had given out the statement 
Thursday afternoon declaring that the 
company had abandoned the effort to 
bring colored laborers to Melrose Park, 
and that they would be sent back to their 
homes in Alabama, brings an interesting 
phase of the race problem into the great 
trouble now pending between labor and 
capital, and would seem to verify the 
statement made recently by. Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst, of New York, that the negro 
was treated with as much injustice by 
the northern white man as he was by ths 
southern white man. 

The story is that the 300 negroes from 
Alabama, were en route to Melrose Park, 
near Chicago, to be employed by the La- 
trobe Steel and Coupler works, but that 
twenty-eight miles from Chicago their 
car was stcpped and they were warned 
not to approach nearer Melrose, or their 
lives would be in danger. A committee of 
five citizens of Melrose Park called on 
them during the morning and used thelr 
best endeavors to induce the en to re- 
turn to Alabama. They informed the 
negroes of the actual state of affairs in 
Melrose Park, where 300 armed men were 
awaiting the arrival of their train, de- 
termined that the negroes should not be 
allowed to alight in the village. 

Out at Melrcese city the armed citizens 
remained on watch until assured the ne- 
groes were not coming, wh2n they dis- 
persed. 

As a laborer, there can be no question 
that the negro is treated with more in- 
justice by the northern white man than 
he is by the southcrn white man. and 
although this incident of the negro being 
sent back from the section of bis sympa- 
thizers to his native heath is one that 
may be considered altogether an isste 
growing out of the conflict now pending 
between labor and capital, there can be 
no doubt that the fact that the 300 la- 
borers from Alabama being negroes in- 
tensified the feeling in the situativn. 

Then this is not the first time that the 
negro laborer has teen turned down north 
of Mason and Dixon’s line. He has been 
refused membership in many of the labor 
unions of the north, an instance of which 
Dr. Parkhurst cited in his address before 
mentioned. | 

When it is considered the hundreds and 
thousands. yea, millions of dollars that 
the north sends down to educate the ne- 
sro, to maks him more useful to hin:- 
self and consequently to the white man, 
and to make of him the trained laborer, 
it seems strangely inconsistent that when 
he secks labor in the sections of the 
country where his benefactors reap their 
fortunes, that he should be refused ad- 
inittance to the labor unions, or even to 
te placed in the position where he must 
feel that because he is a negro he is re- 
fused labor and the rights of the laborer. 

Batter Chance in South. 

Although it may be charged that it 
is the laboring class of the north that 
opposes the negro laborer, and not the 
class represented by the employer, that 
is one of the strongest points to prove 
that after all the negro has a better 
chance to earn an honest living in the 
south than anywhere else. The employ- 
ers of labor here do not ostracise him as 
the laborer, though they may not recog- 
nize him in certain public functions or 
demonstrations, and the white man la- 
borer is not unjust to him, as was 
seen in the action of the Stonecuéters’ 
Union during the visit of President Mc- 
Kinley and his party to Atlanta several 
years ago, when the stonecutters did 
not take part in the street pageant be- 
cause there was an issue threatened that 
the negro members of the union would 
not be acceptable in this instance. 

Although herein may arise the ques- 
tion as to whether it was just to dis- 
criminate against the negro in the case 
of a demonstration in honor of a presi- 
dent for whom his vote had been sought, 
it was a matter of social prejudice that 
was involved, and one that in no way 
affected the welfare of the negro as does 
discrimination against him in labor 
unions or as a laborer when thinking to 
broaden or better his condition he leaves 
the southern states to seek labor else- 
where. 

Returning to the incident of Melrose 
Park and admitting that it was alto- 
gether a question arising from the labor- 
capita] strife, and that it was the efforts 
of the employers of the works to break 
a strike by importing labor from the 
southern states, it reflects no credit on 
the class represented by the employers 
that they selected to bring into the very 
trying situation a body of negro labor- 
ers, who, leaving their native state with 
sanguine anticipations, Were entirely ig- 
norant of the use being made of them 
and the actual danger that confronted 
them. 

No one can justly charge that the 
white man of the south is opposed to 
the negro’s going elsewhere to seek la- 
bor or better his condition, but it is time 
to cease the argument so frequently 
brought forward that there is that prej- 
udice against the negro in the south 
and that his interests or progress are 
in any way hampered or retarded by the 
people here. The white man of the 
south recognizes the rights and privi- 
leges of the negro race, and is eager to 
see the race build up its own standards. 
and, as a race, to erect its own monu- 
ments. Every reasonable aid will be 
given him to attain that end. 

It is interesting to note that in all the 
issues that are sprung these days where 
the race problem is, involved, especially 
pertaining to the labor classes, that the 
opinion of the negro leaders—those men 
who are making their life’s work the up- 
lifting and betterment of their race—ex- 
actly coincide with the opinions of the 
representatives of the white race in the 
south who have the interests of the ne- 
gro at heart. 

This fact cannot fail to impress one 
who has the opportunity to talk with such 
representative negroes as W. H. 
who occupies the chair of Greek andl 
Latin in Clark university, and who, ac-

Professor Hoke Talks. 


Professor Crogman was seen at Clark 
university yesterday, together with Pro- 
fessor Hoke, of the Baptist college; Pro- 


fessor Towns and Professor Turner, of 
Clark university. Thesxy were shown the 
article in The Constitution relative to the 
Alabama negroes and their reception at 
Melrose Park. but were somewhat reticent 
of expression, as they had not heard the 
full particulars in the case 

“It seems to me it is more of a labor 
question than a race question,”’ said Pro- 
fessor Hoke. “If the men from Alabama 
went there not knowing there was a 
strike on hand, they were treated with 
great injustice by those who led them irto 
the difficulty. If they were members of 
any labor union, as has been intimated, I 
am told, in previous reports of the matter, 
and tren refused to enter Melrose Park 
because they discovered a strike was on 
hand, then their conduct was magnani- 
mous and it was right for them to come 
back home. 

“I like to see the ‘negro laborer go 
north,” continued Professor Hoke, “be- 
cause I think it will help to break down 
the prejudice that exists against him, and 
do away with the impression that he will 
cheapen labor.”’ 

Professor Turner and Professor Towns 
shared the opinion of Professor Hoke that 
the subject under discussion was one that 
involved a phase of the labor question 
rather than one of the race problem. 

“I am of the opinion that it is a labor 
question pure and simple,’ said Professor 
Crogman, ‘“‘but ageravated by race feel- 
ing. 

“I do not think the color of a man’s 
skin ought to deprive him from making 
an honest living anywhere under the laws 
of the country.”’ 

“Do you not think the negro as a la- 
borer has better opportunities in the 
south than he has in the nortl®’’ was 
asked Professor Crogman, 

“T tthink he is treated fully as well,” 
he replied, ‘‘and has better opportuni- 
ties in the matter of the treatment he re- 
ceives from the white men of the south. 
He does not seem an innovation here. He 
is that in the north. He has been the la- 
borer here, par excellence, and here he 
moves in his natural element. It seems 
to me there are more chances open to 
him in the south, for his labor is in de- 
mand here. In the north it is not s0, 
otherwise they would seek him at other 
times than when there are stirring issues 
at hand. 

A Better Understanding Needed. 


In further discussion of several phases 
of the race problem, Professor Crogman 
prophetically said: ‘We need a white 
leader in the south—a man that will 
bring about a better understanding, con- 
sequently a better feeling between the 
two races, and that man must be of the 
south. He must be one who will grasp 
both sides of the great issue, and con- 
vince both races that neither is as bad 
as the other believes it to be. I think 
to the thoughtful, sympathetic women of 
the white sage we may look, too, to help 
bring about the equity and peace which I 
see in the distance as meaning the dawn 
of a better day for the negro. 

“We need another man in our midst 
like Bishop Atticus Haygood,”’ said Pro- 
fessor Crogman. “He understood as few 
men do, the feeling between the races. 
He lived for the betterment of his fellow 
creatures and, dying, left behind a name 
and an example to be the common heri- 
tage of all mankind.”’ 

Professor Webster, of the Atlanta uni- 
versity, was conservative in his expres- 
sion when asked for an opinion on the 
subject which had been discussed by the 
colored professors. 

“T have a great deal of sympathy for 
labor,”’ he said. ‘If capital combines, 
labor must combine, too, and protect it- 
self. When men do combine to protect 
themselves against what they deem in- 
justice, and demand their rights, it is 
very hard to have another set of men 
invited in and pitted against them, wheth- 
er those men be white or colored. 

“But notwithstanding these troubles 
arising from time to time, I believe that 
the negro is slowly but surely gaining 
ground in the north, the trades unions 
are gradually opening up to him, and 
already he is gaining reputation for his 
industrious and peaceful spirit, and what 
seems to be his natural fidelity to his 
employer.” 


Dr. H. H. Proctor Talks. 


‘‘While it is possible too much is made 
of this incident, still it is a sad refiection 
on Illinois when the men the great eman- 
cipator set free are not allowed to work 
for their bread,” said Dr. Proctor, of 
the Negro Congregational church. 

“Tt ought to be said in justice to the 
northern people, however, that the main 
objection to the negro as a laborer comes 
from the foreigner. Illinois has had a 
large infusion of foreign blood, and it is 
chiefly from these and not from the sons 
of the men ‘who followed Lincoln that 
the hostility to the negro springs, and 
yet, I confess, this explanation does not 
excuse. Those negroes ought to have 
been protected in their sacred right to 
work: that they were not is a grave re- 
flection upon the home of Lincoln. No 
such scene, as far as I recall, ever oc- 
curred in the south. This sustains the 
contention I have often made from 
pulpit and, platform that in my observa- 
tion of all sections of the country, the 
south, all things considered, is the best 
place for the negro. I verily believe that 
in the south the negro has the best field 
in the world for his labor, and in the 
negro the south has the best labor ele- 
ment in the world. The acceptance of 
this truth would be of incalculable bene- 
fit to our sectidn. 

“Bvery statesman like Governor Oates, 
of Alabama, who contends for fair elec- 
tions, makes it easy for us colored men 
who hold this view to get our people to 
accept it. But it is made difficult by 
such speeches as the one made in the 
Alabama convention by Major Handley. 
Today’s Constitution reported him as say- 
ing: “We don’t want fair elections. In 
my county they are already fair. The 
negroes hold the balance of power and 
have to be bought, and the price is going 
up. We want to get rid of the negro 
and have cheaper elections.’ 

“Such sentiments and the passage of 
grandfather and hereditary clauses tend 
to unsettle the colored laborer and make 
it difficult for us to impress him that 
the south is his best place. But there is 
progress and hope, and the securing of the 
negro’s life, liberty and property against 
violence, and the insurance of his par- 
ticipation in benefits of movements for 
the public good will remove delusions 
from his eyes and lead him to let down 
his bucket where he is.’’ 


WALL CAME TUMBLING DOWN 


Tearing Away O’Keefe Building. 
Kimball House Wall Is 
Strengthened. 

The southern wall of the O'Keefe build- 
ing, next to the excavation being made 
for the Peters building, at Peachtree and 
Wall streets, gave way yesterday and 
came tumbling to the ground. Workmen 
were engaged in tearing down the old 
building to make way for a new struct- 
ure, and the wall was expected to fall 

at any minute, so no one was injured.

Baltimore American: Mr. H, a. How- 
seal, an engraver employed by Mr. George 
Walter, jeweler, has accomplished 4 task 
in the engraver’s art which eclipses the 
engraving of the Lord’s prayer upon @ 
silver dollar, which was supposed for @ 
long time to be the triumph of fine work 
in engraving. He has managal to en- 
grave the alphabet complete on the head 
of a common pin.

COUNCIL WILL NOT CONCUR 


Conference Committee. Report Not 
Likely To Be Adopted, So the. 
Only Chance Is in Some 
New Tactice—Lively 

’ Times Seed. 


At the city hall all interest centers now 
dn the approaching meeting of council, 
for it promises to have before it more 
matters of an important and a sensa- 
tional nature than any meeting which 
has been held this year. 

One of the important matters that Is 
being discussed is the probable fute of 
the Bouleverd franchise, which will g9° 
back to council from the aldermanic 


board with the twenty-one year time 
limit amendment. The Peters. street 
franchise will not go back to council at 
this time, because of a motion to recon- 
sider made by Alderman LaHatte in the 
aldermanic board. 

It is generally conceded that council 
will refuse to concur in the twenty-one 
year limit amendment to the Boulevar! 
franchise, and the next step in the order 
ef formality will be the appointment of 
@ conference committee, composed of 
members from the aldermanic board and 
from council. 

If the conference committee fails to 
agree, it seems that will end the matter, 
because there would then be nothing for 
the general council to proceed upon. 
Owing to the composition of council, how- 
ever, it is likely that the majority of a 
conference committee would favor the 
granting of the franchise without the 
amendment, and :n this event there 
would prapably be majority and minority 
reports. 

The question then arises as to whether 
the’ general council votes as a whole on 
the report of the conference committee, 
or the two bodies vote separately, Should 
they vote as a whole the majority report 
of the eonference committee would doubt- 
less be carried. It is said that some of 
those who have been interested In push- 
ing through the franchises have based 
hopes on this fact. 

There is a decided opinion, however, to 
the effect that any question before coun- 
cil which requires a separate vote of th: 
two bodies must be voted on separately 
all the way through. Should this view 
of the matter be upheld by Mayor Pro 
Tem. Johnson, no report from a confer- 
erce committee on this franchise could 
pass’ both branches of council, 

It is understood that this legal pir- 
Hamentary point is somewhat in dispute, 
and ft is likely that City Attorney Mayson 
will be called upon to give his views of 
the matter befere ary positive step is 


en. 

s, thery, ts the situation’ that seems 
to confront the Boulevard franchise, with 
the chances apparently very strongly 
against its going through without the 
amendment. 

There are many committes meetings 
echeduled for next week, and the most 
important matters which are to be re- 
ported upon to council have not yet been 
acted on by the committees. Among these 
is the resolution of Alderman Pierce pro- 
viding for an amendment to the city’s 
charter so as to put an occunation tax 
upen the franchises<of public utilities. 
This matter will come before the ordi- 
nance committee some time next week, 
and the consideration of it by that body 
will be of exceptional interest. 

Another matter will be the question of 
purchasing the chamber of commerce 
building, upon which two committees in 
jcint session have decided to report fa- 
vorably. 

But perheps the most sensational 
feature will be the promised resolutions 
looking to investigations as the result of 
charges or insinuations made against cer- 
tain aldermen on account of their attitude 
on the franchise matters which council 
has recently considered. 

In addition to an investigation by coun- 
cll, it is said, a resolution will be intrv- 
cuced looking to an investigation by the 
grand jury. The aldermen, it is stated, 
re generally favorable to this course. 
and it would not be surprising to see the 
general council urge a full search into the 
whole matter by the grand jury. 

These are only a few of the matters 
that will make the next meeting of coun- 
cil on August 5th a hummer. With all 
of the matters to come up that are sched- 
uled so far, and others which members 
#re said to have up their sleeves, it is 
more than doubtful if the business can 
be finished during one afternoon. There 
will, no doubt. be at least two and maybe 
three sessions.

DUTIES OF HEALTH OFFICER 


Special Committee Will Be Ready To 
Report to Board at Next 
Meeting. 

At the next meeting of the board of 
health, on Friday, August 2d, the special 
committee appointed to suggest rules for 
the government of the health officer will 


be ready to make a general report. 

The special committee, which is com- 
posed of Dr. E. H. Richardson, chair- 
man; Dr. Cc.

} Smith, has had the matter under consid- 
eration, has heard from several physi- 
clans on the subject and will report the 
following general rules relating to the 
health officer’s duties: 

1. The health officer shall be subject 
to the supervision and direction of the 
board of health; shall have charge of 
contagious diseases in the city and of 
all medical examinations and inspec- 
tions coming under the authority of 
the board of health. 

2. Additional rules and duties ghall 
be provided for him by the board of 
health as occasion may require. 

3. His office shall be as close to the 
office of the board of health as possi- 
ble, and he must keep in close and 
constant touch with that body. 

The board of health will no doubt map 
out a set of specific rules very soon, and 
will add to them as occasion and new cir- 
cumstances may require. The board wil! 
also probably provide for a clerk to the 
health officer. '

INSURANCE NOTES. 


The decision of the Texas court of ap- 
peals against a fire insurance corpora- 
tion located in that state which is gen- 
erally said to be a ‘“‘wildcat’”’ concern has 
stirred up considerable comment in the 
insurance papers and some reference to 
Georgia laws have been made _ which 
state that the laws of this state really 
foster such frauds. In the case in Texas 
the company had no authority to do busi- 
ness outside the state, but nevertheless 
proceeded to take risks in other states 
and in Canada. When a claim was made 
against it from a Canada town the com- 
pany refused to pay on the ground that 
it could not legally do business outside 
the state. The judge in rendering his de-

PREFER BREAD TO MEDALS. 


British Officers Suffer Because Pay 
Is Withheld. 


London, July 26.—King Edward present- 
ed medals to 3,000 returned yeomanry at 
the Horst Guards parade here today. The 
ceremonies were the same as observed at 
the former presentation of medals, but 
the inclement weather robbed the func- 
tion of that brilliancy. Queen Alexandra 
and Prince Edward, son of the duke of 
Cornwall and York, were present. 

Considerable comment was aroused by 
the refusal of thirty-two non-commission- 
ed officers and men to attend the cere- 
mony, on the ground that their pay was 
in arrears. These men have addressed 
letters to King Edward, pointing out 
that they cannot submit to be decorated 
while their wives and families and some 
of their number are starving. The claims 
of the men who say they have not been 
paid vary from £63 to £120. Some claim- 
ants urge that they have had to pawn 
their earlier medals in order to procure 
food for their families. 


Can Frost Be Abolished? 


Everybody's Magazine: As to other 
possibilities of the cannon, there is that 
of abolishing frost. Herbs and resinous 
wood are often burned so as to shelter 
the plants under a screen of smoke, 
but just a few nights ago the cannon were 
tried instead of the Beaujolais. Two of 
them were apportioned to a heM@are, 
about two and one-half acres, and they 
were fired horizontally about two yards 
over the fields. The ground was rendered 
damp and warm, though the surrounding 
soil was cold and frost-laden. But the 
most astounding use of this artillery has 
been found in Madagascar and Algeria— 
to fight grasshoppers. It is claimed that 
the shot cuts a discouraging swath in the 
invading swarms. And now the question 
is, what might it not to do a cyclone? 
There is serious food for reflection in that
